MRS. CHARLES RUSSELL — (HT) Well 
formed buds and flowers of deep carmine- 
pink strongly veined. 

ROSENELFE — (Floribunda Rose) Very 
double, high centered, gardenia-like 
blooms, 2¥Y2 inches across. Long pointed 
buds of deep rose-pink. Bushes 20 to 24 
inches tall. 

SUSAN LOUISE—(HT) A lovely pink rose 
developed as a seedling from Belle of 
Portugal. However, it is a bush rose and 
much deeper pink than its parent. 


MEDIUM PINK 
DAME EDITH HELEN—(HT) A large very 
double and very fragrant glowing pink 
rose on long strong stems. 
ETHEL SOMERSET—(HT) Clear rose-pink. 
Long pointed buds every one of which will 
open into a perfect formed flower. 


J. OTTO THILOW—{HT) No better pink rose 
available. Perfectly formed buds and flow- 
ers of a glowing rose-pink. 
MISS ROWENA THOM—(HT) A very large 
double flower of shining rose-pink shaded 
gold toward base.

GRUSS AN COBURG—{HT) Delicate apri- 
cot-yellow heavily shaded with copper- 
pink. Vigorous and extremely fragrant. 
LOS ANGELES — (HT) An ever popular 
rose. A luminous flame-pink, toned coral, 
with gold at base. 

LULU — (HT) An exquisitely formed and 
dainty little semidouble rose. Always 
loaded with long slender buds of coral 
apricot. 

MARI DOT—(HT) A sort of reddish salmon 
bud opening slowly to a uniform bright 
salmon pink with a satiny sheen.

Don't prune 
heavily. 
CONQUEROR—{HT) A rich orange-yellow 
bud, gradually revealing as it opens, a 
most brilliant fiery flame color. 
DIANE DE BROGLIE—(HT) An outstand- 
ing rose that should be much better known. 
A pointed bud opening to a double flower 
of rich apricot-orange. 
DUQUESA DE PENARANDA—(HT) One 
of the finest roses available today. Cop- 
pery orange shaded with dark pink. 
LADY MARGARET STEWART—{HT) Geor- 
geous bud of orange-yellow, heavily 
varied with scarlet. 
MRS. SAM McGREDY — (HT) Rosarians 
claim, ''A rose which should find its way 
in every garden.” Long pointed buds open- 
ing to a large double fragrant flower of 
coppery orange, flushed with red on out- 
side of petals.

GOLDEN EMBLEM — (HT) Golden yellow 
with tinge of red on edges. 
GOLDEN DAWN — (HT) Very double, 
sweetly scented rich sunflower yellow 
opening to lemon yellow. 
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GOLDEN GLEAM—(HT) Insofar as not be- 
ing subject to die-back, this rose is even 
better than golden Emblem. Very similar 
flower, but richer color, more crimson on 
the buds, brighter green foliage and more 
symmetrical growth. 
JULIEN POTIN—(HT) An improved Golden 
Pernet. A very excellent yellow rose. 
MAX KRAUSE — (HT) Buds of reddish- 
orange opening to a large double flower 
of golden yellow. Do not prune heavily. 
MRS. E. P. THOM—{HT) Profuse, strong 
bushy plants with double pure yellow 
blooms. 
MRS. PIERRE S. DUPONT—(HT) Reddish 
yellow bud, opening to a semi-double fra- 
grant flower of golden yellow. 
SISTER THERESE — (HT) Chrome-yellow 
buds tinged with carmine open into large 
fragrant blooms of the same color. 
VILLE DE PARIS—(HT) A clear sunflower 
yellow that does not fade. Fine for our 
interior valleys. 

MEDIUM YELLOW 
FEU JOSEPH LOOYMANS—(HT) Best of its 
color. Long pointed buds of buff yellow 
opening to orange apricot. 
GOLDEN RAPTURE—(HT) A pure canary 
yellow. Perfect form in bud and flower. 
JOANNA HILL—(HT) Creamy yellow suf- 
fused with soft orange. Becoming a great 
favorite.

The Most Widely Used Flower Produced From Seed and One of the Five Leading Cut Flowers 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Select a location, preferably which receives 
abundant morning sun, and is somewhat pro- 
tected from warm afternoon sun. This will 
prolong the flowering season, and induce 
longer stem formation. The sweet pea is a 
deep rooted plant, and. does best in a deep 
firm soil. The ground should be thoroughly 
spaded or trenched to a depth of 2 feet. Ap- 
ply 1’’ or more of humus material, such as 
our specially prepared NUTRIO, to the spad- 
ed surface, and work into soil. Dust seed be- 
fore planting with Cuprocide or Hormodin to 
prevent rotting of seed, and hasten germina- 
tion. 

Sow seed 1 to 114 inches deep; two to four 
seeds to the inch are sufficient. For long rows 
use this rule: 1 ounce of sweet pea seed will 
sow 30 feet of row. After plants are up thin 
out to one plant to every 6-9 inches. Best re- 
sults are had if they are not allowed to grow 
too thick. When plants are about 3 inches 
high pinch out the centers. This encourages 
a hardy vigorous growth. 

Give support to plants at once, otherwise 
growth is checked. Wire netting, strong string 
tied to supports in some manner, boughs of 
trees with plenty of twigs, etc., are all useful 
and efficient means of support. 

Keep soil well cultivated at all times. Apply 
a complete balanced fertilizer, such as BEAR- 
MOR, several times during the growing sea- 
son. Water thoroughly at weekly, or semi- 
weekly intervals rather than sprinkling often. 
After the seeds are sown water sparsely to 
prevent rotting of seeds. Once the peas are 
up keep soil constantly moist, as this soil con- 
dition is ideal for successful growth. 

For exhibition blooms, apply liquid fertilizer 
weekly when the buds begin to form. This is 
prepared by soaking a sack of cow manure 
in a barrel of water, stirring each day, and 
drawing off liquid at the end of a week. Re- 
fill barrel with water and proceed, like- 
wise, for subsequent feedings. 


Since the late eighties, it is estimated over 
2,500 varieties of sweet peas have been intro- 
duced. Hundreds of’ varieties are still cata- 
logued.

SACRAMENTO COUNTY AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION SERVICE PASTURE RECOMMENDATION 
The Farm Advisory Staff working in Sacramento County, have spent a long period of years 
in thoroughly testing and checking permanent pasture grass mixtures for this county, particu- 
larly in relation to the soil conservation program. The following is their recommendation for 
one of the best balanced pastures mixtures obtainable. 
Ladino Clover (4 lbs.), English Rye Grass (2 lbs.), Domestic Rye Grass (2 lbs.), 
Orchard Grass (2 lbs.), Tall Fescue (4 lbs.), Alfalfa (2 lbs.) 

The English and Domestic Rye Grasses are very quick growing and are easily established. 
They are useful for this reason in providing a large amount of feed, while the Ladino Clover 
is getting started. Secondly, these grasses grow well during the winter months while the 
clover is practically dormant.. The Orchard and Tall Fescue grasses, on the other hand, make 
little growth in the winter, but start early in the spring, continuing a rapid growth throughout 
the summer and fall period. The main purpose of the Alfalfa in the mixture is to send its deep 
penetrating root system down through the borders, thus enabling it to cover the border areas 
to advantage.

A new strain of Double Dwarf Milo re- 
cently released by the California Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, bred resistant to 
the pythium root-rot disease. Practically 
all California soils where Milo has been 
grown are infested with this disease or- 
ganism. Extensive experimental work by 
the California Station has shown the dis- 
ease is not transmitted by the seed but 
spreads by either soil transmission, plant 
refuse, or water overflow. 

The casual organism enters the roots 
from the soil. The leaves first turn yellow, 
soon accompanied by a gradual wilting of 
the plant. A cut through the lower part

The best time to plant peas in our locality 
is from October 1 to March 1. Planted later 
than this they will produce only a small 
crop, as very hot weather will stunt their 
growth. Along coastal sections, however, 
where the weather is cool and moist, they 
can be planted practically the entire year. 
Do not plant peas when the ground is wet 
or soggy as they will easily rot. Once they 
are out of the ground they will stand a 
great deal of frost and cold weather. By 
planting some of several varieties at the 
same time, a wellarranged succession 
can be obtained, extending over a period 
of 30 days. All varieties more than 1 2 ft. 
tall do better if staked up or supported.
